Four members of an Edmonton 
family are dead following a head- 
on crash just north of Barriere, B.C. 


in the province’s interior Wednes¬ 
day night. 

RCMP said a 47-year-old man, 
37-year-old woman, seven-year-old 
boy and three-year-old girl were 
travelling in an SUV on Highway 
5 when they lost control and slid 


into an oncoming tractor trailer 
around 8:30 p.m. 

The family was en route from 
Edmonton to California, police 
said. 

The victims have yet to be pub¬ 
licly identified. 


“We did earlier today confirm 
identification, but the next of kin 
are all believed to be overseas,” 
regional coroner Mark Coleman 
said Thursday. “The Edmonton 
police are trying to track them 
down.” 


Road conditions were icy at the 
time, which RCMP said is typical 
for the area at this time of year. 

The driver of the trailer suffered 
minor injuries. 

The crash closed Highway 5 for 
several hours

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Mexico 
attack 
victim has 
‘long ways 
to go’ 

Doctors have performed 
reconstructive surgery on 
the face of a Calgary 
woman beaten near death 
at a Mexican resort, but 
her husband says a long 
road to recovery remains. 

Sheila Nabb, 37, was 
found in a pool of her own 
blood at the Hotel Riu 
Emerald Bay in Mazatlan 
last month. Family mem¬ 
bers said every bone in her 
face was broken. 

Through a statement is¬ 
sued Thursday, husband 
Andrew Nabb explained 
that his wife underwent 
an extensive operation at 
the Foothills Hospital Jan. 
28 and doctors have since 
deemed it successful. 

“Although she (Sheila) is 
still sedated, she has been 
very responsive and we 
are happy to see small im¬ 
provements every day,” ex¬ 
plained Andrew Nabb, 
offering his first public 
comments since the 
vicious attack. “The past 
few weeks have been very 
difficult for Sheila and the 
rest our family... I would 
like to thank Canadians 
from coast-to-coast for 
their concern and 
support.” 

Some of Nabb’s friends 
and co-workers speaking 
to Metro said they took 
comfort in details includ¬ 
ed in the statement. 

“She has got a long 
ways to go, but the first 
steps seem to be in the 
right direction,” said Dr. 
David Peterson, who runs 
the clinic where Nabb

Taxis will soon stop trav¬ 
elling empty, as the city 
and the airport authority 
announced an agreement 
Thursday that will see the 
Edmonton International 
Airport select Edmonton 
taxi brokers for on-de¬ 
mand terminal service. 

“The airport and the 
city have been working 
on a way to get the city 
taxi vehicles to service 


the airport,” said chief liv¬ 
ery officer Gerry Dziwen- 
lca. 

Right now, city taxis 
can take fares to the air¬ 
port but not back, while 
the opposite is true for 
Leduc-based Airport Taxi 
Service, which signed a 
contract with the EIA in 
2006. 

“With this agreement, 
the city realizes to do this 
there might be a shortage 
of taxis in Edmonton ... 
so we will be releasing 
100 plates,” said Dziwen- 


lca. 

Members of the Airport 
Taxi Service, who will be 
eligible for the new li¬ 
cences but no longer have 
guaranteed work, protest¬ 
ed at city hall Wednesday. 

“It’s job loss,” said 
spokesperson Abdallah 
Kulmiye. “The city is forc¬ 
ing 250 workers to apply 
for 100 jobs.” 

Sarah Meffen, with the 
EIA, said an RFP will be is¬ 
sued within a month and 
new brokers should be se¬ 
lected by June.

Edmontonians fork over millions in late fees 


O City of Edmonton budgets for 
late payment penalties on taxes 


Edmonton residents pay 
millions in parking tickets, 
property taxes and bylaw 
fines each year, but they al¬ 
so spend millions in late 
fees and penalties. 

This year the City of Ed¬ 
monton has budgeted for 
$8.9 million worth of late 
payment penalties for prop¬ 
erty taxes. 

That is consistent with 
$8.6 million in 2011 and 
$7.9 million collected in 
2010. 

But taxes aren’t the only 
thing Edmontonians tend 
to stretch their time in pay¬ 
ing. 

In 2010, city bylaw offi¬ 
cers issued 157,179 tickets 
worth just over $8.8 mil¬ 
lion. 

And while 97 per cent of 
that money is now account¬ 
ed for, it wasn’t all done in 
the 44 days specified on the 
ticket. 

“Approximately 56 per 


cent of tickets issued are 
paid within 44 days of is¬ 
sue,” said city communica¬ 
tions officer David 
Holehouse, adding some 
wind up in court. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte said 
he isn’t surprised. 

“I think it’s probably hu¬ 
man nature to put off pay¬ 
ing bills on time, especially 
tickets,” he said. 

Provincially, Alberta Jus¬ 
tice issued 1.6 million Traf¬ 
fic Safety Act tickets 
between April 2010 and 
March 2011, of which 
687,512 went to conviction 
in absence, said spokesper¬ 
son Julie Siddons, adding 
those late fees could equate 
to $13.75 million. 

“It’s a significant amount 
that is owed to the province 
and municipalities, and 
that’s why we collect it,” 
she said.

Habitually making late 
payments can result in 
digging a deep financial 
hole and essential tossing 
away money that could be 
put to better use, accord¬ 
ing to a financial expert. 

Spokesperson for Mon¬ 
ey Mentors Tracy Watson 
said making payments on 
time is something many 
people struggle with. 

“When you get a park¬ 
ing ticket for example, it’s 
like flushing money down 
the toilet really and if you 
pay a late fee, you’ve just 
done that even more so,” 
said Watson. 

“If you’re paying these 
late fees, it’s money that 
you could invest or put to¬ 
wards something that you 
actually want.” 

Watson suggests taking 
the time to organize and 
make calendar notes of 
when each bill is due. 

For those who are 
forgetful, Watson said 
there is often the option to 
set up an automatic 
payment system through 
the banking system.

Teens are often too busy to 
keep rooms clean, let alone 
deal with a lifelong heart 
defect.

O Kenney blames bureaucrats for 
misleading ceremony © Minister’s 
office apologizes on air to Sun News 


Immigration Minister Jason 
Kenney and the Sun News 
Network are laying the 
blame for a misleading tele¬ 
vised citizenship ceremony 
squarely on the shoulders 
of federal civil servants. 

The Canadian Press re¬ 
ported Thursday that six 
federal bureaucrats were 
drafted to pose as new 
Canadians for a reaffirma¬ 
tion ceremony broadcast 
on the TV channel last Oc¬ 
tober. 

Kenney’s office had 
asked the department to 
organize the event on short 
notice, adding it to the 60 
events bureaucrats had 
planned for Canada’s Citi¬ 
zenship Week. 

The co-hosts of the 
show, who say they were 
unaware of the presence of 
the stand-in immigrants, 


repeatedly referred to the 
group of 10 as “new Cana¬ 
dians” who had “finally” re¬ 
ceived their citizenship. 

A reaffirmation ceremo¬ 
ny, however, is an opportu¬ 
nity for existing Canadians 
to retake their oath. 

Kenney blamed the inci¬ 
dent on “logistical” prob¬ 
lems. 

“I became aware that in 
a reaffirmation ceremony 
last year following logisti¬ 
cal problems that the situa¬ 
tion was poorly handled,” 
Kenney said in the House of 
Commons. 

“I regret that, but that in 
no way should undermine 
the importance and value 
of special reaffirmation cer¬ 
emonies, which we encour¬ 
age all Canadians to 
participate in.”

MPs wear seal pins in show 
of support for industry

The federal fisheries minis¬ 
ter joined members of Par¬ 
liament in showing their 
support for Canada’s em¬ 
battled sealing industry by 
wearing a lapel pin Thurs¬ 
day. 

Keith Ashfield said the 
centuries-old commercial 
sealing industry is impor¬ 
tant to Canada’s northern 
and eastern regions. “Not 
only is it a humane and sus¬ 
tainable industry, it’s also 
an industry that provides 
an important food source 
for our northern communi¬ 
ties,” he said during a cere¬ 
mony on Parliament Hill. 


More rights 

The federal ombudsman 
for crime victims says they 
should have a right to at¬ 
tend parole hearings and 
get more information 
about the offenders who 
preyed on them. 

Sue O’Sullivan also says 
the federal government 
should double the $100 
surcharge levelled against 


criminals to finance resti¬ 
tution for victims. 

She says that surcharge 
is routinely waived in the 
courts, but should be made 
mandatory. 

O’Sullivan’s first report 
since her appointment in 
August 2010 notes crime 
victims now may attend 
parole hearings, but are 


limited to reading a pre-ap- 
proved statement. 

She says they should 
have an automatic right to 
attend and should be given 
the option of video-confer¬ 
encing or access to tran¬ 
scripts or recordings if 
they cannot attend in per¬ 
son.

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Thousands trapped in Serbia by snowstorms 

O Death toll rises amid deep freeze O Relief efforts focus on evacuating the sick, food delivery, gasoline distribution 


At least 11,000 villagers 
have been trapped by 
heavy snow and blizzards 
in Serbia’s mountains, au¬ 
thorities said Thursday, as 
the death toll from Eastern 
Europe’s weeklong deep 
freeze rose to 123, many of 


them homeless people. 

The harshest winter in 
decades has seen tempera¬ 
tures in some regions drop¬ 
ping to -30 C and below, 
and has caused power out¬ 
ages, traffic chaos and the 
widespread closure of

EU rules demand Assange 
be extradited: Lawyer 


Sweden’s public prosecutor 
was right to demand the re¬ 
turn of Julian Assange, a 
lawyer told Britain’s 
Supreme Court Thursday, 
saying that failing to hand 
over the activist would 
break with precedent and 
wreck European 
extradition rules. 

Clare Montgomeiy, the 
lawyer for Sweden’s prose¬ 
cution service, struck back 
at Assange’s legal team’s ar¬ 
gument that only impartial 
authorities such as a judge 
can properly issue 
European arrest warrants. 

“The English notion of 
an arrest warrant issued by 
a court is very much an ex¬ 


ception,” she said. 

Experts interviewed 
ahead of the case said the 
legal precedent gives Mont¬ 
gomeiy the upper hand in 
the trial. 

British judges have tend¬ 
ed to defer to foreign judi¬ 
cial systems when 
considering whether to en¬ 
dorse European arrest war¬ 
rants, which fast-track the 
exchange of suspects 
between European 
countries. Extradition spe¬ 
cialist Karen Todner said 
earlier this week that she 
would be “veiy surprised” 
if Assange’s team 
triumphed.

Those stranded in Serbia 
are stuck in some 6,500 
homes in remote areas 
that cannot be reached due 
to icy, snow-clogged roads 
with banks reaching up to 


five metres. 

Emergency crews were 
pressing hard to tiy to 
clear the snow to deliver 
badly needed supplies, and 
helicopters were dis¬ 
patched to some particu¬ 
larly remote areas in Serbia 


and neighbouring Bosnia. 

On Bosnia’s Mt. Romani- 
ja, near Sarajevo, a chop¬ 
per thumped down in the 
small hamlet of Ozerlcovi- 
ci, where a single nun lives 
in a Serb Christian Ortho¬ 
dox monastery surrounded 


by just a few villagers. 

Wrapped tight in a black 
jacket and a scarf, Sister 
Justina greeted aid workers 
at her monastery. “I live 
alone here,” she said, 
adding, “God will help

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Syria draft resolution 
gains ground at UN 

O Unclear whether changes will be enough to garner 
support from Russia, which can still veto the proposal 

Western ambassadors on 
the UN Security Council 
on Thursday embraced a 
revised resolution aimed 
at stopping the bloodshed 
in Syria and predicted rap¬ 
id approval after removal 
of an explicit demand that 
President Bashar Assad 
step aside. 

The latest draft, ob¬ 
tained by The Associated 
Press, still “fully supports” 
the Arab League’s Jan. 22 
decision to “facilitate a po¬ 
litical transition leading 
to a democratic, plural po¬ 
litical system.” 

But it removes a clause 
calling for Assad to hand 
power to a deputy before 
a new government is cre¬ 
ated.

French Ambassador Ger¬ 
ard Araud said they ex¬ 
pected that a final version 
could be ready for a vote 
as early as Friday. 

U.S. Ambassador Susan 
Rice was less optimistic. 
“This is still tough going, 
very much so,” she said. 

Russian Ambassador Vi¬ 
taly Churkin did not com¬ 
ment on the revised text 


as he entered the meeting. 

In an apparent effort to 
overcome Russian objec¬ 
tions, the new version of 
the resolution no longer 
includes the explicit refer¬ 
ence to Assad delegating 
his powers. 

It also removes lan¬ 
guage calling for a new 
national unity govern¬ 
ment and for transparent, 
free elections — also im¬ 
portant parts of the Arab 
peace plan. 

The revised draft also 
deletes a paragraph call¬ 
ing on UN member states 
to take steps to prevent 
the flow of arms into Syr¬ 
ia. Russia is a major arms 
supplier to Syria, a key re¬ 
gional ally since Soviet 
times.

Canadian Facebook fans 
may share everything from 
pictures of their meals to 
engagement announce¬ 
ments on the site, but 
they’re unlikely to get in on 
its long-anticipated initial 
public stock offering. 

It’s often difficult to 
scoop up shares before 
they’re listed on a public 
market and given the hype 
surrounding Facebook Inc.’s 
IPO, it’s going to be harder 
for average investors to get 
shares at the initial price. 

John O’Connell, CEO at 
money manager Davis Rea, 
says “99.9 per cent of Cana¬ 


dians aren’t going to get 
any Facebook on the IPO.” 

The company’s under¬ 
writers, who dole out the 
shares, grant access to the 
biggest of Canadian players. 
There are few Canadians or 
Canadian firms wealthy 
enough to have an account 
at the American investment 
behemoths Morgan Stanley, 
JPMorgan Chase and Gold¬ 
man Sachs. 

“They’re only going to 
give it to their biggest, best 
client and even they’re go¬ 
ing to get veiy, veiy small 
amounts,” O’Connell said.

Oldest U.K. 
newspaper 
caught in 
Murdoch 
scandal 

Police are investigating al¬ 
leged email interception by 
Rupert Murdoch’s Times of 
London, a British lawmaker 
said Thursday — dragging 
Britain’s oldest national 
newspaper into the broad¬ 
ening scandal over press 
wrongdoing. 

The country’s media 
ethics inquiiy has sum¬ 
moned the newspaper’s edi¬ 
tor to answer questions 
about the claims. 

Labour Party legislator 
Tom Watson, who helped 
lift the lid on tabloid phone 
hacking, released a letter 
from police confirming 
they were investigating al¬ 
leged email hacking by the 
Times. Watson, a member 
of Parliament’s culture, me¬ 


dia and sport committee, 
had written to police asking 
them to take up the issue. 

The letter from Det. 
Supt. John Levett, head of 
the force’s computer-hack¬ 
ing investigation, is dated 
Jan. 25, and tells Watson 
that “the concerns raised 
within your letters are un¬ 
der investigation and offi¬ 
cers ... are dealing directly 
with the victim.” 


The 226-year-old Times 
has acknowledged that a 
former reporter tried to in¬ 
tercept emails in 2009 to 
unmask an anonymous po¬ 
liceman who blogged as 
Nightjaclc. Editor James 
Harding told the media 
ethics inquiry last month 
that the reporter had acted 
on his own and had been 
reprimanded. The paper lat¬ 
er published the blogger’s

name, but Harding insisted 
it had been obtained legally. 

London’s Metropolitan 
Police confirmed Thursday 
that computer hacking in¬ 
vestigators “are in contact 
with Mr. Watson in relation 
to specific issues he wishes 
to raise,” but would not 
confirm the letter’s authen¬ 
ticity. The Times declined 
to comment.

Doorknobs 
turn by themselves, faces 
appear in windows and 
there are stuffed monkeys 
and creepy Victorian chil¬ 
dren’s wind-up toys every¬ 
where. With toys like this 
to play with it’s a wonder 
Victorian kids weren’t 
scared half-out-of-their- 
minds all the time. Did this 
movie creep you out? 

Mark: Creep me out? Defi¬ 
nitely. The movie is a mas¬ 
terpiece of atmospheric 
dread. It’s not so much 
about what happens on¬ 
screen, but what is about to 


happen onscreen. Let’s face 
it, there’s something 
creepy about Victorians to 
begin with. Did it scare me? 
No, I just don’t have a fear 
of the supernatural. And al¬ 
though I loved the look and 
feel of the film, with its 
peeling paint and fog that 
you can sense at the nape 
of your neck, the creaky 
plot, reminiscent of those 
remakes of Japanese ghost 
films of the mid-90’s, did 
not excite me. But let’s talk 
about the 800 lb wizard in 
the room, Mr Radcliffe. 
Richard, was this film a 
good choice for him? 

RC: Well, once again Rad¬ 
cliffe finds himself butting 
heads with the supernatu¬ 


ral. It’s not exactly Hariy 
Potter Meets the Woman in 
Black, but it’s almost as en¬ 
tertaining and I think it 
will act as a smooth transi¬ 
tion from child star to 
adult. He’s giving people 
what they want, a heroic 
figure, like Hariy, but one 
with added dimensions — 
he’s a widower and a trou¬ 
bled soul who finds a new 
lease on life through adver¬ 
sity. A smallish gothic hor¬ 
ror film might not have 
been the obvious choice for 
Radcliffe’s coming out par¬ 
ty, but it was a good one. 

MB: I’m glad he chose a 
film so veiy British to do; it 
keeps him true to his roots. 
But if there’s any doubt 


we’re dealing with a true 
star whose talents will last, 
it’s Radcliffe’s 20 minute di¬ 
alogue-free set piece in the 
middle of the movie. He 
holds our attention with 
only his physical presence 
and expressions. Impres¬ 
sive, don’t you think? 

RC: He really anchors the 
film. It’s difficult not to see 
Hariy Potter in his face but 
here he takes a good stride 
to step away from the type¬ 
casting of his most success¬ 
ful role. 

MB: Loved Radcliffe, loved 
the meticulous direction; 
just wished the stoiyline 
weren’t so thin and deriva¬ 
tive

Reading this column 
will be far from 
useless. In fact, it's full 
of useless 
information. 

E very week at 
the conclusion 
of my radio 
show, The Se¬ 
cret History of 
Rock (see alan- 
cross.ca for stations and 
showtimes), I have a seg¬ 
ment called Useless Infor¬ 
mation. It’s a way of 
clearing my desk of Post-It 
notes that feature scraps 
of knowledge I’ve discov¬ 
ered but don’t really have 
a place in whatever I’m 
doing. 

Most of this informa¬ 
tion is rather arcane, but 
it somehow seems wrong 
not to use it.. .somewhere. 
Here, then, is a sampling 
of these bits of unconnect¬ 
ed and disconnected re¬ 
search. 

Big-brain physicist 
Stephen Hawking is a 
huge Depeche Mode fan. 
Back in the ’90s, he once 
requested to meet the 
band backstage after a 
show. He was turned 
down because no one in 
Depeche Mode had ever 


heard of him. 

A1 Jourgensen of Min¬ 
istry was invited to remix 
the Red Hot Chili Peppers 
single Give It Away. He 
showed up in the studio 
with a fat joint in his 
pocket and a live chicken 
under his arm. He set the 
chicken down on the mix¬ 
ing console, lit the joint 
and blew huge volumes of 
smoke into the chicken’s 
face. Whenever the stoned 
chicken did its business 
on or near one of the 
faders on the console, A1 
took that as a sign to em¬ 
phasize those tracks in 
the remix. Now you know 
why this particular ver¬ 
sion is called the Chicken 
Sh*t Remix. 

There is no known ori¬ 
gin to the special (read: 
obscene) audience partici¬ 
pation lyrics in Billy Idol’s 
Mony Mony. They first 
seemed to have appeared 
c.1986 and differ slightly 
from region to region. 
The best guess is that they 
somehow relate to an ear¬ 


ly ’80s MTV interview, 
where Idol admitted to 
losing his virginity while 
the original Tommy James 
version played on the ra¬ 
dio. 

But not everything I 
stumble across is com¬ 
pletely useless. After 
decades of trial and error 
by professionals and ama¬ 
teurs all over the world, it 
seems that Canada’s 
Randy Bachman finally 
cracked the construction 
of one of the most beguil¬ 
ing bits of guitar history: 
the opening chord of the 
Beatles’ A Hard Day’s 
Night. 

It turns out a number 
of guitars were used.
